2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-33 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Kanpp et al. (US 6,713,317). 

Knapp shows a semiconductor device package and a method of forming a configuration for electrical connection to an 
external circuit, the semiconductor device packagelOO) comprising: 

a package body (108); 

a semiconductor device (320, 102) disposed within the package body; 
at least one passive device (322, 102) disposed within the package body; and 
a lead frame formed from electrically conductive material, the lead frame including; 
a plurality of leads (161, 162, 163, 164) electrically connected to I/O pads on the semiconductor device, each of the leads including a 
first surface exposed from the package body for electrical connection to the external circuit, and 

a plurality of first interposers (20, 40, 60) electrically connected to the at least one passive device, at least one mterposer in the 
plurality of interposers being electrically connected to at least one lead in the plurality of leads for electrically connecting the at least 
one passive device with the external circuit. 
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
